Indiana Training Conference 


TRAINING CONFERENCES 
FOR STATE AND ASSOCIATION COMMITTEES 


For several years state, city and national 
staff persons have cooperated in conducting 
an annual training conference for the mem- 
bers of state and association committees on 
Christian education. Last year for the 
first time many areas planned to bring the 
members of association committees together 
at a central location for a period totaling 
24 hours. Most of these groups began their 
meetings on Friday evening and continued 
through Saturday afternoon. One or two 
states conducted training conferences of 
even longer duration. 


It is expected that an increasing number of 
state conventions and city societies will 
use this pattern in 1959 and will bring as- 
sociation committee members together in a 
central location for training. The states 
which are not able to do this will continue 
the pattern of training association conmmit- 
tee members indistrict training conferences. 


In most areas the training conferences for 
1959 will be held in March or April. A staff 
member of the Division of Christian Educa- 
tion will join with area directors and state 
committee personnel in conducting these con- 
ferences. One feature of the 1959 confer— 
ences will be a preliminary interpretation 
of the Christian education program in 1960- 
1961 which will be the major program of the 
Baptist Jubilee Advance in that year.

‘The spe- 
cial day directed by the Commission on the 
Ministry is sponsored by several American 
Baptist Convention Agencies and the Baptist 
Youth Fellowship.

February 1. The theme reflects the search- 
ing implications of Ephesians 2:19 in sug- 
gesting that young people need to explore 
problems and joys of being "...no longer 
strangers and sojourners, but fellow citi- 
zens...}" A Manual for Youth Week has been 
published by the United Christian Youth 
Movement, outlining possible activities and 
plans for cooperative observance of Youth 
Week in a community.

FOR YOUR CHURCH 


Does your church always seem to be behind in 
the number of leaders needed? That is, does 
it take an age group committee or the Board 
of Christian Education ‘considerable time to 
find some person to fill a vacancy--a super- 
intendent of the Kindergarten Department, a 
counsellor of youth, or a teacher for an 
adult class? Certainly this is the case in 
too many churches, What can a church do to 
overcome this situation? 

While we occasionally find a devoted, well 
trained person who is not at work in some 
area of Christian education, is it not more 
often the case that it is difficult to find 
even one such person? This most assuredly 
is clear evidence that a long-range program 
should be provided to produce the leadership 
needed. Such a program calls for motivation 
at its best, .enlistment of persons to posi- 
tions they like and can do well, and toa 
long-term program of many types of training. 
Therefore, it is strongly recommended that 
consideration be given to the adoption and 
carrying out of such a program as is sug- 
gested on page 14 of the 1958-59 handbook 
"This We Can Do in Leadership Education"-- 
Projecting a Possible Three-Year Training 
Program.

ASSOCIATION CHAIRMAN OF LEADERSHIP EDUCATION 


How well are you keeping in touch with the 
local Chairmen of Leadership Education in 
the churches of your association? Perhaps 
it is time for another communication to your 
chairmen. In addition to sending Christmas 
greetings, there are some matters to which 
you might call their attention. 


1. Please remind them that their 1958-59 
local church handbook, This We Can Do in 
Leadership Education, contains agenda for 
December and March meetings of their commit- 
tees, pages 16 and 17. Urge each chairman to 
hold those meetings. If the church is too 
small to have a Committee on Leadership Edu- 
cation, the Chairman of Leadership Education 
should at least get together with the chair- 
men of the board, pastor, and Sunday church 
school superintendent. 


2. Any church should be able to achieve 
Goal 6, This is a good time of year to em- 
phasize this goal: to read at least one 


book in Christian education and read regu- 
larly "Baptist Leader." You will want to 
set a good example by reading some of the 
books listed, or ones of a similar nature. 
Pages 11 and 12 in the local church handbook 
give information. Please call attention to 
the setting up or expansion of a Christian 
education section of the church library. 


3. If some of your churches did not hold 
leadership education courses this fall, it 
is not too late. You might help them plan 
such courses for the winter or spring. 


4. The major item to be brought to the at- 
tention of the chairmen is in the December 
agenda. It concerns the promotion of train- 
ing opportunities such as: demonstration 
and observation schools, laboratory schools, 
training conferences on an area or national 
level. Some of these may be in your area 
and should be promoted, It is not too soon 
for churches to begin thinking about summer 
camps and conferences and the importance of 
carefully selecting persons to attend. This 
activity is related to Standard XI-A and 
XI-B of the Standard of Achievement. 


You will be interested to know that some new 
features are being developed for the program 
of the spring Conference for Boards of 
Christian Education. You will probably be 
asked to give leadership in part of the pro- 
gram. More information will be sent later. 
Meanwhile, you can help to promote it.

Planning to Build? 


Many churches are thinking seriously of 
building additional rooms for the Sunday 
church school or making alterations in their 
present plant. Costly mistakes in building 
are often made by poor planning. Often a 
church completes its building only to dis- 
cover after the first few months of living 
in it that the building is much too small or 
the rooms poorly arranged. Here are a few 
basic principles a church should consider 
when they start thinking about building. 


1. What are the needs of the people? Make a 
survey of your congregation to discover 
the exact count of the age groups in your 
church. How many nursery, kindergarten, 
primary, etc., do you have? 

2. Is your church ina growing community? 
What do you realistically anticipate the 
size of your church school five years 
after the new plant is built? 

3. What is the total requirement of your 
church and school? A master plan should 
be made listing all the Sunday and week- 
day activities for each age group and 
space each will require. 

4, What is your Sunday church school pro- 
gram? What is your philosophy of teach- 
ing? This should be studied very care- 
fully. A building should be built to 
meet the needs of your program and not 
the teaching program adjusted to the 
building. Study Our Church Plans for 
Children by Blankenship, * Ch 
Plans for Youth by Fordham,* Our Church 
Plans for Adult Education by Jones.* 

5. How much space will be required for each 
department? The recommended space re- 
quired per pupil is listed here. For nur- 
sery and kindergarten room, 30-35 square 
feet per child is good. For primary and 
junior rooms, 25-30 square feet per child 
is good. For youth department rooms 15= 
18 square feet is good. For adult de- 
partment class rooms 10-12 square feet 
per person is recommended. An additional 
10 per cent space allotment should be 
figured in order to oare for storage 
space and cabinets. 

6. How much window space should be allowed 
for each room? Light and ventilation is 
a major consideration in constructing 
comfortable and cheerful rooms, 

7. How will we arrange the equipment for the 
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teaching program in the rooms that are 
planned? A careful study of the shape 
and arrangement of a room will avoid ad- 
justing equipment to an odd shaped room. 


The above questions are matters to be con- 
sidered long before the architect is con- 
sulted. A church should first have clearly 
in mind its Christian education progran, 
philosophy of teaching, its needs and the 
people it will serve before it can intell- 
igently plan for expansion, remodeling or a 
new building. If you are thinking about

4. Encourage the Association Youth Committee 
to hold its meeting to plan Association 


Youth Activities if it hasn't already 
done so. : 
5. The Chairman of Missionary and Steward- 


ship Education should be contacting 
churches to send leaders to a "School of 
Missions Workshop" if one is planned for 
in your area, 

6. Get report from Chairman of Leadership 
Education on the Leadership Education 
Schools held in the Association, 

7. Plan the agenda for the next meeting of 
your association committee, You will 
want to contact the members of your com- 
mittee for items to be included on the a- 
genda. One thing you will want to do at 
your meeting, if you haven't already done 
it, is to work out a budget for your com- 
mittee. Pages 15 and 16 in the Associa- 
tion handbook on Administration gives a 
few suggestions on budgets.

A WORD FROM THE ARMED FORCES 


"One of the outstanding contributions to my 
spiritual life came through the camping pro- 
gram. As a modest attempt to repay the con- 
siderable contribution which was made to my 
own life through the camping program, I 
would like to support the high school and 
college age camps at Arrah Wanna in some 
way. Could you advise me as to how a month- 
ly contribution could best be used to fur- 
ther the work at Arrah Wanna? One idea which 
has come to my mind is a program of camp 
scholarships to individuals. I would be in- 
terested to know if that which I send to you 
could be channeled to churches which have 
smaller proportions of their young people 
experiencing the summer fellowship at Arrah 
Wanna. Specifically, my questions are 
these: 


"1, Would it not be desirable to increase 
the number of young people attending Arrah 
Wanna from (a) the smaller churches, and (b) 
churches farther away from the Portland 
area? 


"2, Would it not be most helpful to stim- 
late this attendance through a program 
whereby the churches would supply a certain 
portion--say half, for instance--of the nec- 
essary expenses of a camping session for 
each young person attending? 


"3. Could my contribution be used in this 
direction? 


"I would like to put my measure of support, 
small though it is, behind this kind of 
thing. I believe the returns on such an in- 
vestment are truly immeasurable. 


"Is it possible that in the future a fellow- 
ship of former campers could underwrite a 
new and creative program? 


"I have been for some time ina military 
camp. Here we learn the art of destruction. 
At Arrah Wanna, as God's spirit moves in the 
hearts of yotmg people, lives are filled 
with powerful resources for waging the won- 
derful war of love. And I'm sure it is the 
prayer of thoughtful people everywhere that 
the young people of Oregon and of the rest 
of the nation will catch the vision of the 
needs of our brothers around the world and 
of their ability to help meet that need." 


THE CHURCH CAMP COMMITTEE'S MANIFESTO 


We believe that the church camp is part of 
the total program of the local church; 
therefore we shall seek to discover that 
part of the church's program which can best 
be accomplished in the outdoors. 


We believe in the supreme worth of each per- 
son; therefore we shall seek to place the 
individual above program, campsite develop- 
ment, or any other phase of camping. We be- 
lieve that camping is an essential part of 
the process of developing "a new person in 
Christ Jesus." It follows that we should 
seek to provide an effective camping experi- 
ence for every person. 


We believe that camping is essentially an 
experience in Christian community living; we 
shall therefore seek to provide an adequate 
decentralized site, a properly graded pro- 
grem, and sufficient mature leadership to 
help make this experience possible. 


We believe that an adequately developed site 
is a prerequisite toan effective church 
camp experience; therefore we shall insist 
on sufficient acreage to provide adequately 
for: 

(1) Building sites for necessary shelters 
and buildings; 

(2) Program areas, including vesper area, 
council circles, nature trails, demonstra- 
tion areas, homes in the woods, etc.; 

(3) Isolation areas which will provide 
abundant buffer zones between the camp it- 
self and encroaching population areas. The 
old acre-per-camper formula should be con- 
sidered as an absolute minimum. Where a 
camp is adjacent to rapidly growing popula- 
tion areas, this formula should be drastic- 
ally increased.

SURPLUS MILK AND FOOD FOR SUMMER CAMPS 


The following items from the October "Memo," 
Washington office publication of the Nation- 
al Council of Churches, will be of interest 
to all those responsible for summer camps: 


"Public Law 85-478 extends until June 20, 
1961, the authority of the Commodity Credit 
Corporation in the Department of Agriculture 
to expend $75 million a year to mke surplus 
milk available to nonprofit schools (public 
and nonpublic) of high school grade and un- 
der, including nonprofit nursery schools, 
child care centers, settlement houses, and 
summer camps."
